I and establish policy. This must 
I be done so as to encourage our 
! professionals to continue to pro­ 
v id e the educational leadership 
1 which is largely reponsible for 
1 our fine school system.

maintain and to continue to at­ 
tract qualified teachers a pro-1 
I fessional salary schedule is es-1 
sential. Early

board adopted such a schedule; 
which provided substantial sal­ 
ary increases for most teachers. 
This 
schedule 
also 
provides 
greater increments for addition­ 
al education and experience. We 
also provided salary increments 
for the able administrative staff 
and non-certificated personnel. 
The board takes very serious­ 
ly its responsibly to adopt pol­ 
icies and take actions which will 
enhance the quality for our edu­ 
cational program. In this con- 
I nection the board and adminis- 
| tration studied very carefully 
how we should participate in the 
i current federal aid to education 
programs. For some time we 
have been participating 
in 
a 
small way on particular pro­ 
grams under the National De- 
fesne Education Act. 
After considerable study we 
agreed to join other local dis-1 
tricts in applying for assistance j 
in establishing a center for di­ 
agnosing severe learning diffi-| 
culties and a center for produc­ 
tion of supplementary educa­ 
tional material. If these are ap­ 
proved, they are 
expected 
to 
make a significant contribution 


to the education program of the 
community which would not oth­ 
erwise be possible. 


IN A GROWING school dis 
trict such as ours a major por­ 
tion of the board’s time is spent 
I in planning for new facilities. 
' During 
1965 we started con­ 
struction on Ivy Hill School and 


I additions 
to 
Thomas 
Junior 
High’ Patton’ Olive and Dunton 
schools. These will be complet­ 
ed in 1966 at a cost in excess of 
$1,250,000 and will provide 40 
new classrooms. We are now in 
the process of approving plans 
for 
construction 
in 
1966 
at 
Greenbrier School and additions 
to South Junior High and Dry­ 
den Schools as well as an addi­ 
tion to the Administration Build­ 
ing. The cost of this will exceed 
$1,000,000 and will provide 
18 
additional classrooms. 
School District 25 has been 
able to meet the increased fi­ 
nancial 
burden 
of 
providing 
quality education for a growing 
community. There are some in­ 
dications that the financial re­ 
sources of the district may not 
continue to grow at a rate suf­ 
ficient to maintain the eduea- 


j tional standards desired by the 
This community problem has 
1 received considerable attention 
1 of the board and the adminis­ 
tration. It became evident that 
a detailed study of the problem 
was necessary. Also it soon be­ 
came obvious that this could 
'best be done by an expert not 
: presently connected with this 
| district. 
THE MATTER was investi- 
! gated and the board retained 
the University of 
Chicago 
to 
make such a study. We are very 
pleased that they have under­ 
taken this project which is be­ 
ing done at a minimum cost to 
the district. The University of 
Chicago accepted this challenge 
largely because it is a problem 
faced by many other districts. 
The principal object of the 
study is to measure the educa­ 
tional aspiration of the com­ 
munity against its financial re­ 
sources. This study will b' 
pleted by mid-1966. A < 
advisory committee ha.1 
appointed to assist in th 
dertaking. It is expected

this will be of great assistance 
to the future planning of the 
school district.

Here is a capsule explanation 
of the Human Investment Act I 
of 1965 and how it will work:

It provides a seven per cent 
tax credit to employers for six 
types of expenses incurred in j 
training their employes in new’ 
job skills. 
1. Wages and salaries of em­ 
ployes who are apprentices in 
registered programs. 
2. Wages and salaries of em­ 
ployes enrolled in on-the-job 
training projects under the 1962 
manpower 
development 
and j 
training act. 
3. The wages and salaries of 
employes participating in coop­ 
erative education programs in­ 
volving alternate 
periods 
of 
work and study. 
4. TUITION AND course fees 
paid by the employer to colleges 
or business or trade schools for 
the training of employes and 


prospective employes.

5. Home study course fees 
paid by the employer to col- J 
leges or accredited correspond-1 
ence schools for the training of j 
employes and prospective em­ 
ployes. 
6. And expenses to the tax-1 
payer of organized group in- j 
struetion including classroom i 
instruction, of employes and | 
prospective employes, including 
such things as instructors’ sal-1 
aries, books and equipment, but j 
not the salaries of trainees. 
THIS IS HOW the maximum! 
tax credit would be computed: 
The 
maximum 
amount 
of! 
credit that a taxpayer may j 
claim for one taxable year is j 
$25,000 plus 25 per cent of his 
tax liability in excess of $25,000. j 
Example: Suppose an employ- j 
er has a tax liability to the fed­ 
eral government of $425,000 for j 
a tax 
year. 
The 
maximum I 
amount of credit he could claim j 
under the act is $25,000 plus 25 I 


per cent of the tax liability in 
excess of the $25,000. The tax 
liability in excess of $25,000 is 
$400,000. Twenty-five per cent is 
$100,000. The maximum that 
could be claimed then is $125,- 
000. 
The taxpayer then adds up 
his allowable employe training 
expenses. Suppose this figure 
amounts to $2 million. Seven per 
cent of $2 million is $140,000. 
Since this is in excess of the 
maximum allowable—$125,OOO— 
the most the taxpayer can claim 
would be $125,000. 


B U T SUPPOSE the training 
figure is only $1 million. Seven 
per cent of $1 million is $70,000. 
Since this figure is less than 
the $125,000 allowable, the tax­ 
payer can claim the full $70,- 
000. 
It should also be noted that 
the training expenses remain 
deductible as 
a business ex­ 
pense.

IN 1965, PRES. Johnson had 
tremendous success—so 
much 
that all the important legisla­ 
tion proposed by the administra­ 
tion has been adopted. 
The President in 1966 is likely 
to be looking for such a bill as 
the Human Investment Act to 
keep the sparkle sparkling in his 
Great Society program. 
Ladd said no one would be 
surprised if the Human Invest­ 
ment Act did not end up becom­ 
ing an administration bill. 
This is fine with the Republi­ 
cans as long as they get some 
credit for it, Ladd commented. 
The GOP would not like the bill 
to go down in history as the 
“Johnson 
Human 
Investment 
Act.” 


IN A VERY broad sense, the 


bill could be considered another 
aspect of the war on poverty. 
However, making the provi­ 
sions effective would be mainly 
in the hands of private business. 
A new bureaucratic structure 
would not have to be imple­ 
mented to carry it out as is nec­ 
essary in the war on poverty 
legislation. 
Ladd said it has not been de­ 
termined yet whether the bill 
if enacted would fit within the 
Department of Labor or the De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 


In view of the success of the 
1962 investment credit act, the 
Human Investment Act seems 
likely to have the general sup­ 
port of the business community.

Mother Doesn’t Have Time’ To Help Daughter 


THE WEEK’S LETTER: I am 
a seventeen year old girl. My 
mother works and has never dis­ 
cussed anything with me, so any 
questions that I wanted answered 
I have always found in books. I 
am now going out with boys and I 
need help in deciding if I should 
go out with certain boys or not. 
You see, even though they live in 
my home town, I don’t know much 


about them because I’ve always 
been kept home to take care of 
the younger kids. My mother does 
not have the best reputation in 
town as she goes out a lot. What 
I want to know is whether the 
boys who want to go out with me 
are the right kind of boys. I’ve 
tried to talk to my mother, but 
she says she doesn’t have time to 
talk to me. What can I do?” 


OUR REPLY: If you cannot get 
advice from your mother, is there 
not some relative, family friend or 
otherwise responsible adult to 
whom you can turn?

It was issued in honor of the 
late Sir Winston Churchill.

W H IL E commemorative coins 
are rare in the United King­

From Mrs. John Trudell, Wayne, 
Ohio: I have treasured my won- 
derful memories -of my early 
childhood. .When I was quite 
small, I would spend one to three 
weeks at my great grandparents* 
homestead. It was a big, ram­ 
bling brick with a hallway and 
jtm stairway, with a wonderful 
Wister. 
They had a large brick Slim­ 
ier House where they did their 
ofitchering and canning. A plank 
stairway led upstairs. In one 
corner on the ground level was 
a fireplace where my greataunts 
hung large iron kettles to heat 
water for the family washing. 
Bain water was drawn from the 
cistern with a wooden bucket. 
There are handmade benches 
to sit on, two wooden tubs and 
a tub with a wringer on it (cogs 
unprotected) and I v/ell remem­ 
ber getting my thumb caught in it 
They kept wood ashes in a 
wooden barrel to make lye and 
made their owm soap. They kept 
large crocks of soft soap in ad­ 
dition to the hard soap. 
When my greataunt hung up 
the clothes, I handed her the 
clothespins. Some were made, I 
think, of basswood, or Linden 
Tree. I also enjoyed a whistle 
my great-aunt made me from the 
Linden Tree. 
In the cellar were rows of 
benches lined with flat' crocks 
filled with milk.

However, the Stevens have a 
duty to examine their bank 
statements and cancelled checks 
within a reasonable time after 
they are returned to them. Fail­ 
ure to do so could prevent 
them from recovering their loss 
from the bank — if the bank 
proves that it suffered the loss 
due to the Stevens’ failure to 
notify it within a reasonable 
time. 
Where there is more than one 
forgery by the same wrong­ 
doer, the customer must notify 
the bank within 14 days after 
the first forged check and state­ 
ment are available to him.

Slum Ho using Still 
Shame o f Suburbs 


Eig ht y ears ag o . Paddo ck Publica­ 
tio ns called attentio n to the plig ht o f 
Mex ican-American mig rant and ex -mi­ 
g rant farm w o r k e r s in its series. 
“ Shame o f the Suburbs.” Tho se arti­ 
cles rev ealed that relativ ely pro spero us 
and affluent suburbanites were to ler­ 
ating in their midst po ckets o f po v erty 
and human deg radatio n in which mi­ 
g rants and c.x -mig rants liv ed. 


Three y ears ag o , we co ncluded an­ 
o ther series, “ Harv est's End.” which 
re\isited the plig ht o f the Mex ican- 
American to re-ex amine the pro blem, 
the peo ple, and to assess the pro g ress, 
if any . While so me ho peful steps fo r­ 
ward had been made, we disco v ered 
that suburbia was still co ndo ning ex ­ 
plo itatio n o f the weak and uninfo rmed. 
We fo und that while it takes sho ck 
tactics to g enerate emo tio n and to shake 
public apathy , it is far to o easy fo r 
the public to beco me inured to the pres­ 
ence o f persistent and chro nic insecur­ 
ity , v ulnerability , discriminatio n and 
po v erty . . . fo r o thers. 


Last week we were r e m i n d e d 
ag ain o f the lack o f pro g ress in no rth­ 
west suburbs in reliev ing the burden o f 
squalid ho using fo r these families. 


A chicken co o p co nv erted to liv ing 
quarters became a blazing death trap 
fo r two Elk Gro v e infants when a leaky 
g as heater ex plo ded. Killed in the fire 
were .Albert Espino sa. 1 7 mo nths, and 
his bro ther, Ig nacio Jr., 5 m o n t h s . 
Their mo ther had stepped o utside the 
8 by 12 fo o t wo o den shack to fetch 
water when the fire bro ke o ut. 


Sho cked suburbanites immediately 
beg an do nating fo o d and clo thing , and 
a tempo rary ho me was quickly lo cated 
fo r the g rief-stricken parents. 


This was but o ne family amo ng 500 
such families in the no rthwest area, 
ho wev er, who are g hetto ed by eco ­ 
no mic necessity in tumbledo wn co lo ­ 
nies o f trailers and shacks clustered 
in farmy ards. 
Their slum ho using 
% io lates mo st co unty zo ning and build­ 
ing reg ulatio ns and all standards o f 
human decency . 


The Espino sa ho me was ty pical o f 
many . Their o ne-ro o m shack had no 
to ilet o r running water. Its sparse fur- 


nishing s included a bed, a table, a 
co uch, and the faulty heater which was 
also used fo r co o king . 


In their strug g le to g et o ut o f slum 
liv ing co nditio ns, these families en­ 
co unter the barriers o f prejudice and 
co st. Rents are either to o hig h o r rental 
quarters unav ailable to them. 
They 
can't pay the rent in suburbia — o r the 
city —- fo r decent ho using , and there 
is no public ho using av ailable to them 
here. Fo r mo st, a do wn pay ment o n a 
ho use is co mpletely o ut o f reach. 


They are fo rced to jam their chil­ 
dren into decay ed trailers, c h i c k e n 
bro o der ho uses, o r co nv erted co rn cribs 
witho ut heat, v entilatio n, water o r sani­ 
tatio n. It's the o nly rental ho using they 
can affo rd. 


Our co mmunities canno t affo rd to 
co ndo ne such despair any lo ng er. By 
turning away fro m the pro blem in in­ 
difference we are inv iting ano ther 
trag edy in which mo re infants co uld 
die in slum fires. .Vnd with an ev er- 
increasing demand fo r lo w-co st labo r 
in no rthwest suburbs, the pro blem will 
co ntinue to g ro w faster than av ailable 
co mmunity reso urces can co pe with 
it. 


Public pressure must be ex erted to 
enact mo re rig id state fire and health 
laws. Co unty o fficials must no t o nly en­ 
fo rce building and health co des but also 
assist in dev elo pment o f decent ho using 
alternativ es fo r lo w-inco me families. 


Lo w’-rent family ho using can be pro ­ 
v ided in the no rthwest area thro ug h a 
co mbinatio n o f lo cal initiativ e and fed­ 
eral assistance. Financing is av ailable 
to co mmunities w hich can demo nstrate 
need: such feasibility studies are no w^ 
being dev elo ped by NORVVESCO Op­ 
po rtunity Co uncil, but this o rg anizatio n 
canno t acco mplish the task alo ne. 
It 
needs the interest and suppo rt o f co un­ 
ty , to wnship, and v illag e o fficials, civ ic 
and business leaders. 


No rthwest suburbs hav e the equip­ 
ment to so lv e this pro blem and to in­ 
sure ag ainst ano ther Espino sa trag edy . 
We hav e amo ng us the will and the skill. 
What is lacking is a co ncerned and 
a r o u s e d citizenry , o rg anizatio n and 
leadership.

Slum Housing Still 
Shame of Suburbs 


Eight years ago. Paddock Publica­ 
tions called attention to the plight of 
Mexican-American migrant and ex-mi­ 
grant farm w o r k e r s in its series. 
“Shame of the Suburbs.” Those arti­ 
cles revealed that relatively prosperous 
and affluent suburbanites were toler­ 
ating in their midst pockets of poverty 
and human degradation in which mi­ 
grants and ex-migrants lived. 


Three years ago, we concluded an­ 
other series, “Harvest’s End.” which 
revisited the plight of the Mexican- 
American to re-examine the problem, 
the people, and to assess the progress, 
if any. While some hopeful steps for­ 
ward had been made, we discovered 
that suburbia was still condoning ex­ 
ploitation of the weak and uninformed. 
We found that while it takes shock 
tactics to generate emotion and to shake 
public apathy, it is far too easy for 
the public to become inured to the pres­ 
ence of persistent and chronic insecur­ 
ity, vulnerability, discrimination and 
poverty . . . for others. 


Last week we were r e m i n d e d 
again of the lack of progress in north­ 
west suburbs in relieving the burden of 
squalid housing for these families. 


A chicken coop converted to living 
quarters became a blazing death trap 
for two Elk Grove infants when a leaky 
gas heater exploded. Killed in the fire 
were Albert Espinosa, 17 months, and 
his brother, Ignacio Jr., 5 m o n t h s . 
Their mother had stepped outside the 
8 by 12 foot wooden shack to fetch 
water when the fire broke out. 


Shocked suburbanites immediately 
began donating food and clothing, and 
a temporary home was quickly located 
for the grief-stricken parents. 


This was but one family among 500 
such families in the northwest area, 
however, who are ghettoed bv eco­ 
nomic necessity in tumbledown colo­ 
nies of trailers and shacks clustered 
in farmyards. 
Their slum housing 
violates most county zoning and build­ 
ing regulations and all standards of 
human decency. 


The Espinosa home was typical of 
many. Their one-room shack had no 
toilet or running water. Its sparse fur­ 


nishings included a bed. a table, a 
couch, and the faulty heater which was 
also used for cooking. 


In their struggle to get out of slum 
living conditions, these families en­ 
counter the barriers of prejudice and 
cost. Rents are either too high or rental 
quarters unavailable to them. 
They 
can’t pay the rent in suburbia — or the 
city — for decent housing, and there 
is no public housing available to them 
here. For most, a down payment on a 
house is completely out of reach. 


They are forced to jam their chil­ 
dren into decayed trailers, c h i c k e n 
brooder houses, or converted corn cribs 
without heat, ventilation, water or sani­ 
tation. It’s the only rental housing they 
can afford. 


Our communities cannot afford to 
condone such despair any longer. By 
turning away from the problem in in­ 
difference we are inviting another 
tragedy in which more infants could 
die in slum fires. And with an ever­ 
increasing demand for low-cost labor 
in northwest suburbs, the problem will 
continue to grow faster than available 
community resources can cope with 
it. 


Public pressure must be exerted to 
enact more rigid state fire and health 
laws. County officials must not only en­ 
force building and health codes but also 
assist in development of decent housing 
alternatives for low-income families. 


Low-rent family housing can be pro­ 
vided in the northwest area through a 
combination of local initiative and fed­ 
eral assistance. Financing is available 
to communities which can demonstrate 
need: such feasibility studies are now' 
being developed by NORVVESCO Op­ 
portunity Council, but this organization 
cannot accomplish the task alone. 
It 
needs the interest and support of coun­ 
ty, township, and village officials, civic 
and business leaders. 


Northwest suburbs have the equip­ 
ment to solve this problem and to in­ 
sure against another Espinosa tragedy. 
We have among us the will and the skill. 
What is lacking is a concerned and 
a r o u s e d citizenry, organization and 
leadership.

“I think 
they have handled it the best 
they can.”

is now.” 


SHE OBSERVED that there 
had been improvements made 
in the lights governing both 
the highway traffic and the 


exits from the huge shopping 
center. 
Mrs. Tobin felt the timing 
of the lights 
late at night 
should be changed. 
“Many 
times,” 
she said, 
“the light would be red for 
the highway to allow traffic to 
leave 
the 
shopping

when there just was not any 
there to leave.” 
The Praspect Heights resi­ 
dent said she and her hus­ 
band felt it was much safer 
to fly than to drive in the 
area of the three road inter­ 
section. 


JOHN VARBLE, of Bensen­ 
ville, said the widening of 
Irving Park Road to the west 
was the worst need in the 
area. 
Varble cited the westbound 
traffic backup which resulted 
daily, and tile increased flow 
of traffic using the road be­ 
cause of O’Hare Field and the 
industrial plants in the area. 


The Kennedy Expressway, 
Varble said, needed an addi­ 
tional eastbound lane to allow’ 
drivers to enter the system 
during the evening rush hour. 
This, he explained, despite the 
fact most of the traffic is 
moving in the other direction. 


Frank Munch, of Palatine, 
singled out the section of the 
expressway system where the 
Kennedy Expressway forks to 


the left and the Edens Ex­ 
pressway to the right. 
Drivers getting on at Irving 
Park Road have “two and 
one-half blocks to get across 
four lanes of traffic to hit 
the 
Kennedy 
Expressway.” 
Munch said the problem was 
just as great for people leav­ 
ing the express lanes and try­ 
ing to get on the Edens. 
“This is something we have 
to live with,” he said. 
“I think it is a tribute to 
the drivers that you don’t 
have more accidents 
there 
than you do.” 


MRS. JACK Hackney, of 
Wood Dale, said she couldn’t 
think of any bottleneck off­ 
hand. However, some other 
Wood Dale people were quick 
to point to the Wood Dale 
Road-Irving Park Road inter­ 
section in the village as a 
trouble spot. 
Village officials 
are cur­ 
rently debating just what steps 
should be taken to correct the 
problem: widen just the inter­ 
section or the length of Irving 
Park Road through the village.

A < 'ainpaign of Issues 


Cummins Comments 
Educating Leadership 


The coming U.S. Senate race in Illi­ 
nois promises to be one of the most im­ 
portant political contests the state has 
seen in many years. 


Charles H. Percy almost surely will 
get the Republican nomination. The in­ 
cumbent Democrat, Paul H. Douglas, 
see ms certain to be a candidate for re­ 
election. 


In contrast to recent Senate races in 
Illinois, both men are well-known from 
Waukegan to Cairo. A one-sided victory 
for either seems out of the question. 


Both men have made important 
political contributions. 


Sen. Douglas, while not exactly a 
maverick Democrat, has distinguished 
himself by his willingness to a d o p t 
worthy although unpopular causes and 
stick with them until they gain the sup­ 


port needed to become law. This inde­ 
pendence of action is valued by voters. 


Percy’s main p o l i t i c a l effort, of 
course, was his narrow loss to Otto 
Kerner for the governorship in 1964. 
Although defeated, Percy ran far ahead 
of his party’s Presidential candidate, 
Barry Coldwater, and demonstrated 
that his ideas for a Republican action 
program have enormous popular sup­ 
port. 


In a Percy-Douglas campaign, the 
voters can expect to hear the real issues 
discussed in terms which make sense 
for 1966. Such a campaign can lift the 
level of public understanding of new 
and complex issues, many of which 
have not been debated enough. 


Illinois is fortunate in having two 
men so admirably qualified to conduct 
this type of campaign.

humble, sincere, honest, non­ 
phony politician. 
Each politician, of course, 
is responsible for his own 
public image, but each also 
is better off if his words, 
actions and aspirations are 
accurately reported to the 
people. 
The good politician is bet­ 
ter off because chances are 
there are enough astute re­ 
porters around to spot him 
and to translate his qualities 
through newspaper, radio and 
television reporting. 


THE 
BAD 
politician is 
e q u a l l y well off because 
chances are he, too, will be 
spotted before he spends too 
much time, money and effort 
on his campaign. 
(The 
politician 
who 
is 
good but acts bad, or who 
is bad but acts good — or 
who is a little bit but not 
quite enough of everything— 
is and always will be a bug­ 
aboo to everyone.) 
Just as a politician is re­ 
quired to expose himself to 
public view, so should a re­ 
porter be open 
and 
above 
board. Then he, too, can be 
spotted for what he’s worth. 
A perfect example comes to 
mind of what a political col­ 
umnist, for instance, can do 
without half trying. 


A HIGHLY reputed colum­ 
nist from Chicago last spring 
observed a dramatic moment 
on the floor of the state sen­ 
ate — when a west suburban 
senator 
became 
somewhat 
traumatic in his speech during 
a floor fight over taxes. 
The columnist tsk-tsked, 
recalling how much he had 
previously 
admired 
that 
particular senator, and what 
a shame it was the senator 
had thrown such a tantrum 
in public. 
“I wish he hadn’t done it,’* 
wrote the columnist. 
The senator’s prestige fell 
noticeably among readers of 
that particular newspaper. 


A NORTH suburban state 
senator has been almost ruth­ 
lessly chopped to bits by one 
Chicago television channel, if 
you ask me. 
The average voter cannot 
possibly know how much of 
this man, in his better mo­ 
ments, is left on the cutting- 
room floor. 
Television, in 
fact, can 
wield greater power over a 
politician than can any other 
form of mass media, in my 
opinion. 
A man’s makeup, the cam­ 
era’s 
range, 
the 
splicing 
of film, the brevity of news 
reports — all these can make 
or break an election with­ 
out so much as a single edi­ 
torial comment. 


IT WOULD behoove every 
political reporter—if he wants 
to be worth his salt—to devel­ 
op to the highest degree one 
of two qualities: 
If he has definite political 
leanings, 
he 
should 
make 
darned sure not a single word 
of it creeps into his straight 
reporting, 
and 
he 
should 
somehow declare his leanings 
if called upon to do any edi­ 
torializing. 
The more reliable political 
reporter, in my opinion, is 
the one to whom the politician 
and not the party is the guide. 
This type of reporter looks 
at the man and not at the 
issues, and he reports on 
the man only insofar as the 
man relates himself to an 
issue. In this way he can 
more impartially convey the 
message to the public. 
Above all, I think all polit­ 
ical reporters have an obliga­ 
tion to declare themselves— 
either to the boss, the politi­ 
cian, or to the people—and to 
heck with Emily Post.

1 96 5 wa s the y ea r. In 1 96 5 , the Gemini spa ce pro ­ 
g ra m wa s successfully ca rried o n, the Va tica n Co uncil 
clo sed, the Bea tles to ured America , a nd the Do dg ers 
wo n the Wo rld Series. It wa s a lso the first co mplete 
y ea r fo r Pa ddo ck Publica tio ns’ Hig h Scho o l Hig hlig hts 
Sectio n. 
Hie Highlights section w as 
started in the fall of 1964, but 
it had been in the planning 
stages for many months before 
that. 
Charles E. Hayes, executive 
editor of Paddock Publications, 
said, “ In the spring of that year, 
we were informed that between 
55 and 60 per cent of all the 
people in the communities we 
serve were under the age of 
18. It was then that we realized 
that we had no really adequate 
coverage of their activities and 
interests...” 
So, in April of 1964, the faculty 
advisors of area school news­ 
papers were contacted and ask­ 
ed to select four top student 
journalists to represent each 
school at the press club that 
was being formed. Two stu­ 
dents would act as regular writ­ 
ers for the section and two as 
alternates. 


JACK MARTIN, an English 
and journalism teacher at Ar­ 
lington High School, was chosen 
to be the coordinator of the proj­ 
ect. His job was to edit the 
copy turned in to him, and to 
develop a format, style and per­ 
sonality for the new section. 
“ We owe very much to Mr. 
Martin,” said Richard Carey, 
the present Highlights coordi- 


nator, “ and even though it was 
difficult, he did an admirable 
job.” 
When Martin was promoted to 
the assistant to the superinten­ 
dent for public relations of 
Township High School District 
214, Carey, an English and 
journalism teacher at Forest 
View, replaced him. 
Since its genesis, the High­ 
lights section has been present­ 
ing from week to week news, 
feature, and roundup stories 
from ten area high schools: Ar­ 
lington, Con ant, Forest View, 
Palatine - William Fremd, Lake 
Park, Prospect, Sacred Heart of 
Mary, St. Viator, Wheeling, and 
Fenton. 
The 
Highlights section has 
presented 
quite a few 
“ in- 
depth” features, especially in 
the past year. One of the larger 
ones, which won the staff much 
praise, dealt with foreign stu­ 
dents in the area. It was com­ 
mended by both the American 
Field Service and International 
Fellowship for the coverage of 
their work. 
Several series are also being 
currently run: the Senior Spot­ 
light, honoring outstanding sen­ 
iors in the area; the School of 
the Wreek, focusing on each one 
of the area high schools; inter- 


views with local village presi­ 
dents; and a weekly feature on 
a high school newspaper in the 
area. 


THE PRINCIPLE on which 
the section works is the same 
as 
any 
newspaper: 
writers 
write, and the editor edits. Ev­ 
ery Saturday morning, from 9 
a.m. until noon, the Highlighters 
work at the Paddock offices at 
217 W. Campbell in Arlington 
Heights. Here they write and 
turn in their articles to Carey 
and plan features and roundups 
for future issues. 


“ I would like to emphasize that 
it is the students themselves who 
do the actual writing,” Carey 
said. “ We try to publish the ar­ 
ticles the way the Highlighters 
turn them in.” 
All in all, the Highlights sec­ 
tion seems to be a very suc­ 
cessful project. “ It accomplish-

Charles E. Hayes, executive 
editor of Paddock Publications, 
said, “ In the spring of that year, 
we were informed that between 
55 and 60 per cent of all the 
people in the communities we 
serve were under the age of 
18. It was then that we realized 
that we had no really adequate 
coverage of their activities and 
interests.. . ” 
So, in April of 1964, the faculty 
advisors of area school news­ 
papers were contacted and ask­ 
ed to select four top student 
journalists to represent each 
school at the press club that 
was being formed. Two 
stu­ 
dents would act as regular writ­ 
ers for the section and two as 
alternates. 


JACK MARTIN, an English 
and journalism teacher at Ar­ 
lington High School, was chosen 
to be the coordinator of the proj­ 
ect. His job was to edit the 
copy turned in to him, and to 
develop a format, style and per­ 
sonality for the new section. 
“ We owe very much to Mr. 
Martin,” said Richard Carey, 
the present Highlights coordi­ 


nator, “ and even though it was 
difficult, he did an admirable 
job.” 
When Martin was promoted to 
the assistant to the superinten­ 
dent for 
public relations of 
Township High School District 
214, Carey, an English 
and 
journalism teacher at Forest 
View, replaced him. 
Since its genesis, the High­ 
lights section has been present­ 
ing from week to week news, 
feature, and roundup stories 
from ten area high schools: Ar­ 
lington, Conant, Forest Vi e w, 
Palatine - William Fremd, Lake 
Park, Prospect, Sacred Heart of 
Mary, St. Viator, Wheeling, and 
Fenton. 
The 
Highlights 
section has 
presented 
quite a few 
“ in­ 
depth” features, especially in 
the past year. One of the larger 
ones, which won the staff much 
praise, dealt with foreign stu­ 
dents in the area. It was com­ 
mended by both the American 
Field Service and International 
Fellowship for the coverage of 
their wark. 
Several series are also being 
currently run: the Senior Spot­ 
light, honoring outstanding sen­ 
iors in the area; the School of 
the Week, focusing on each one 
of the area high schools; inter­ 


views with local village presi­ 
dents; and a weekly feature on 
a high school newspaper in the 
area. 


THE PRINCIPLE on which 
the section works is the same 
as 
any 
newspaper: 
writers 
write, and the editor edits. Ev­ 
ery Saturday morning, from 9 
a.m. until noon, the Highlighters 
work at the Paddock offices at 
217 W. Campbell in Arlington 
Heights. Here they write and 
turn in their articles to Carey 
and plan features and roundups 
for future issues.
